-groups— and— the— National— Coalition— on- 
Television Violence, formed by 
psychiatrists, pediatricians and educators, 
have been monitoring the tv screen for years 
and objecting loudly to the continuous in- 

"vasion of the home by the graphic reproducr^. 
tion of eruptive, fierce, demonic and savage 

incidents. . 

Yet look at the popularity of some of this tv 
season's tiewcomers. "The A-Team" blows- 
up at least two or three places and several 
people each episode,ir using machine guns, 
bazookas and magnum revolvers as often as 
you might i-each for a pen or a pencil during 
the day.

They are reported to' 
decrease a youngster's sense of imaginative 
play, make him more aggressive and piuch 
more liable to kick and hit to get what he

The commercials on these shows have 
three times the violence that the programs 
themselves do. 

And don't think that tv turmoil tension is 
relegated to kids alone. Our prisons are full 

of adults who com mi ted crimes that related 

to tv shows they saw. And psychiatrists have 
aJso found that average males and females 
are often known to subconsciously act violen- 
tly and more unpleasingly aggressive after 
exposure to such programing. 

What do we do about it. The first and sim- 
plest thing is to use the nobs the way they 
were meant to be used by the manufacturers. 
Turn the channel or flip to off. 

Secondly, the old "pen is mightier than the 
sword" epithet still applies. Letters to the tv 
networks are taken into strong consideration 
"wRetrthey~d(T"their~programing— If-people — ■- — 
aren't going to watch certain shows, the 
ratings will plummet and off they'll go. 

Next, do not patronize advertisers that 
sponsor such programs. They will soon drop 
such sponsorship if their product doesn't sell. 

Patronize such sponsors as Kraft Foods, 
Hallmark Cards and Campbells Soup. All 

-have policies against sponsoring excessively 

violent shows.. 

But most of all, cut the tv viewing time of , 
the whole family to a maximum of three to 
four hours a day. Turn off the tube and tune 
into people. That's what life's all about!
